Be it enacied by the Legislatice Asseundly of the Uvrritory of Minnesota :

Ssctiox 1. 'That there shall be established, at somne point within this
Territory, an institution of learning to be known by the name of * The N =%, of e
Presbyterial Institute of the Presbytery of St Panl” and that William
Holcombe, J. GQ. Riheldaffer, Samuel J. R. McMillan, Geo. W. Farring-
ton, Samuel Berkls, R. Marvin, Isnac Staples, Richard Chute and C. W,

Borup, and their successors in office, be, and they are hereby created a
body corporate to be known by the name and style of the “Trustees of the
Presbyterial Institute of the Presbytery of St. Paul” with right as such,
and by such name, of suing and being sued, of contracting and being con-
tracted with, of purchasing, holding and conveying land and other proper-
ty, of making aod using a common sesl and altering the same at pleasure.

Sec. 2, The proceeds of all donations of whatever nature and from .
whaterer source, shall be and remain a perpetual fund, the interest or in- '
come of which shall be appropriated for the support of said Iustitute: Pro-
vided, however, that any donor when making his donation, may designate
the partienlar object for which such donation is made, and it shall be &p-
plied accordingly : Provided, further, that the trustees may use z0 much of
whatever donations may coms into their hands, as may he necessary for
ptocuring & suitable site for the erection of necessary buildings, and the
purchase of such mathematical, philosophical and chemical apparatus as
they may deem expedicnt.

Hec. 8. Said Institote shall be under the supervision of the Presbyte- prestytary of
ry of St. Paul, which body shall have power to regulute the course of [t Fual io
study, and to make such rules for the government of professors and stu- rivion. pe
dentd a3 may be necessary for the carrying out of the objects of this In-
stitute; and to require an annual report from the board of trustees, upon
such subjects as the Presbytery may direct.

Sec. 4. Any three of the above named incorporatord may call the first Firrt mewting.
meeting of the trusices, to meet in the city of Stillwater in this Territory, -
at which meeting they sball organize the board by electing a President,

Secretary, and Treasurer, who ahall hold their offices for such length ot
time, and discharge such duties as may be desiguated in the by-lawa of the
board of trustees.

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Sxo. 5. At the first meeting the trustees shall form themselves into
threa classes, Class number oneshall hold its office one year from the time
fixed upon for the first annual meeting; class number two shall hold its
office two years; and ¢lass number three shall hold its office for three

€ears.
d Sxo. 6, The right to elect trustees is hereby vested in the Presbytery
of St. Paul, which body shall et their first regular meeting after the organ-
ization of the board of trustees, elect threetrustees to take the place of
those in class number one, when their term of office eball expire, end the
Presbytery shall snnuslly thereafter elect three trustees to fill the class
vacated by the expiration of the term of office of thoir predecessors.

Sxzo. 7. The board of trustees shall have power to fill all vacancies oc-
cagioned by death or otherwise, in their body, and the persons so appoint-
ed shall hold their office until the next regular meeting of the Presbytery
of St. Paul

BSrc. 8. All corporate property belonging to the Institute, both real
ond persona), i and shall be frce from taxation.

S8rc. 9. Such educational rights and privileges as have been hereto-

make br-taws. fore granted to other literary institulions chartered in this Territory, are

Take effect

hereby granted to the Presbyterial Instituie of the Preshytery of St. Paul.
The trustees may make such by-laws as they may deemn necessary for their
own government: Provided, nothing therein shall conflict with the pro-
visions of this act, or with any of the lawsof this Territory, or of the
United States.

Sec. 10. The above named corporation shall locate the Institute at
such o point as they moy deem most advantageons for securing the object
of its interest,

8xc. 11. This act shall take effect from and after its passage.
